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67. The method of claim 66, wherein said farm mammal is a goat. 



68. The method of claim 66, wherein said farm mammal is a pig. 




69. The method of claim 66, wherein said farm mammal is a cow. 



70. The method of claim 68, wherein said endogenous nucleic acid is an a-galactosyl 
transferase gene. 

71. The method of claim 67, wherein said endogenous nucleic acid is a p-lactoglobulin gene.
